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HARRY E. GUNNING, Professor and Chairman 


of the Department of Chemistry since 1957, 
has been named President of the University. 
The appointment, announced by the Board of 
Governors, becomes effective July 1, 1974 
when MAX WYMAN completes his five-year 
term. Dr. Wyman plans to resume teaching 
and research duties in mathematics. 

Dr. Gunning’s career as teacher, researcher, 
and administrator has earned him interna- 
tional recognition. As a student at the 
University of Toronto, he received the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science 


» medal, the R. W. Leonard Fellowship, and a 


, 


U.S. National Research Council Postdoctoral 
Fellowship. In 1967 he was awarded the 
Chemical Institute of Canada medal, and 
earlier this year he became President of the 
Institute. 

In 1968 Dr. Gunning was appointed Killam 
Memorial Professor by this University, in 
recognition of his achievements in science. He 
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received an honorary Doctor of Science degree 
from the University of Guelph in 1969 and, 
two years later, was chosen to receive the 
Province of Alberta Achievement Award. 

He has been a Fellow of the Chemical Institute 
of Canada since 1961, the Royal Society of 
Canada since 1964, and the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science since 


1964. 

As a member of the Advisory Council, 
National Research Council of Canada, Dr. 
Gunning was instrumental in broadening the 
base of federal support for university research, 


and in increasing the total funds available for 
grants and scholarships. 


From 1935 to 1942, Dr. Gunning studied 
at the University of Toronto for his BA 
(Honors Chemistry, First Class), MA 
(Physical Chemistry), and PhD (Physical 
Chemistry ). Following a year of postdoctoral 
work at Harvard University, he accepted a 


position as research chemist in the division of 
pure chemistry, National Research Council of 
Canada. He then spent two years as Assistant 
Professor of Chemistry at the University of 
Rochester before joining the staff at Illinois 
Institute of Technology, where he remained 
until coming here in 1957. At Illinois, he was 
instrumental in developing the graduate school 
in chemistry and the institute’s doctorate 
program. 

It may have been this experience that 
prepared him for his work at The University 
of Alberta. Under his chairmanship, the 
Department of Chemistry has grown from a 
small department with few graduate students 
and no doctoral program, to a department that 
has close to 100 graduate students as well as 73 
postdoctoral fellows and 40 academic staff 
members. In any one year approximately 4,000 
undergraduate students, from just about every 
faculty at the University, enrol in at least one 
chemistry course. Research grants this past 
year totalled about $750,000. 

Dr. Gunning’s own research interests include 
photochemistry, kinetic mass spectrometry, and 
flash photolysis. He has taught general and 
physical chemistry, quantum mechanics, 
kinetics, and photochemistry, and has served 
as an industrial consultant in physical 
chemistry. He has been a member of General 
Faculties Council since 1957 and of the 
Council Executive Committee since 1970. 


EVOLUTION EXPERT TO BE 
1973 TORY LECTURER 

The guest speaker at the 1973 Henry 
Marshall Tory Lecture will be PHILIP TOBIAS, a 
widely-recognized authority on the evolution 
of man. Professor Tobias is Head of the 
Department of Anatomy at the University of 
the Witwatersrand Medical School in 
Johannesburg, 
South Africa. His 
lecture is entitled 
“T.Q. and the 
Nature-Nurture 
Controversy.” 

A protege of 
anthropologist 
Raymond Dart, 
Professor Tobias 
has done extensive 
research on 


anatomical, genetical, evolutionary, and 
human biological problems. He was 
co-describer with the late L. S. B. Leakey of 
Homo habilis in the elaboration of human 
evolutionary lineage. His publications include 
Chromosones, Sex-cells and Evolution; Man’s 
Anatomy; and The Brain in Hominid 
Evolution. He is a Fellow and past president 
of the Royal Society of South Africa and 
holds honorary or active memberships in a 
number of other societies and organizations 
Professor Tobias will present his lecture 
Monday, September 10 at 8 p.m. in Dinwoodie 
Lounge, second floor, Students’ Union Building.
